FIRST we present this GUITAR GLOSSARY of terms that anyone interested in contemporary 
guitars should be familiar with. We suggest you MEMORIZE it thoroughly, make sixty photocopies 

of it and EAT them all! 


FRET: What guitar players do when their album Isn't selling. 

FINGERBOARD: What happens to your fingers when you practice the same song 
over and over. 

PICK: Every guitar player nose what,this is. 

PICKGUARD: Man hired to watch guitar players’ picks. 

PICKGOURD: Hollowed-out vegetable used by guitar player to keep picks in. 
PICK-UP: What a guitar player looks for after a gig. 

GIG: Wkat a guitar player does before he goes looking for a pick-up.

TUNER: Makes a good sandwich. 

CORD: Not to he confused with chord.
